WEIRTON, W.Va. - Life in 
this industrial area has slowed 
to a shuffle along with the 
steel mills that used to power 
it. Young people moved away, 
leaving an aging population 
that no longer has the energy 
to put on street fairs or holiday 
parades. 

In fact, this community in West 
Virginia’s northern panhandle 
holds an unwelcome distinc¬ 
tion. With just 71 babies bom 
on average for every 100 resi¬ 
dents who die, Brooke County, 
in which Weirton is partly lo¬ 
cated, has the largest such gap 
in the nation among counties 
in metropolitan areas, save for 
a handful of places that are 
magnets for retirees. (Han¬ 
cock County, which contains 
the other part of Weirton, is in 
similar demographic straits.) 
The main reason Brooke Coun¬ 
ty is so far off the national 
number - which is 171 births 
to 100 deaths - is that it has 
missed out on one of the domi¬ 
nant demographic trends to 
emerge from the recent census: 
the influx of young immigrants 
into communities across the 
United States. □

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Deportation halted bymarriage

An immigration judge in Newark, N.J., on Friday suspended the 
deportation of a Venezuelan man who is married to an American 
man, responding to an unusual signal this week from the Obama 
administration that it is exploring legal avenues for recognizing 
same-sex marriages in immigration cases. 

The Venezuelan, Henry Velandia, had been awaiting the hearing 
with dread, since immigration authorities had said it was the last 
step before his deportation. Velandia, a dancer, was legally mar¬ 
ried last year in Connecticut to Josh Vandiver, a graduate student 
at Princeton. Velandia was denied legal residency as Vandiver’s 
spouse because under a federal law, the Defense of Marriage Act, 
immigration authorities do not recognize same-sex marriage. 

On Thursday, Attorney General Eric H. Holder Jr. intervened in a 
different immigration case involving a same-sex couple, suspend¬ 
ing the deportation of a man from Ireland and sending his case 
back to the immigration appeals court, asking it to consider several 
possible grounds on which the Irishman might qualify for legal 
residency. 

Citing the move by the attorney general, Judge Alberto J. Riefkohl 
of immigration court in Newark postponed Velandia’s deportation 
until December at the earliest. □

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PAKISTAN’S WARNS U.S.

ISLAMABAD - The head of 
Pakistan’s army, Gen. Ashfaq 
Parvez Kayani, said Thursday 
that he would not tolerate a 
repeat of the U.S. covert op¬ 
eration that killed Osama bin 
Laden, warning that any simi¬ 
lar action would lead to a re¬ 
consideration of the relation¬ 
ship with the United States. 

In his first public reaction 
to the U.S. raid early Mon¬ 
day that left many Pakistanis 
questioning the capacities of 
the nation’s army, Kayani did 
not appear in person, choosing 
instead to convey his angry 
message through a statement 
by his press office and in a 
closed meeting with Pakistani 
reporters. 

The statement by the army’s 
press office said, “Any similar 
action violating the sovereign¬ 
ty of Pakistan will warrant a 
review on the level of mili¬ 
tary/ intelligence cooperation 
with the United States.” 


Kayani had decided that the 
number of U.S. troops in Paki¬ 
stan were to be reduced “to the 
minimum essential,” the state¬ 
ment said. 

He did not specify the exact 
number of U.S. troops asked 
to leave Pakistan, and it was 
not clear that the level was 
below what Pakistan had pre¬ 
viously demanded after a CIA 
contractor shot and killed two 
Pakistanis in January. 

Then, the Americans were told 
that the number of Special Op¬ 
erations soldiers involved in a 
training program would have 
to be reduced to 39 from 120, 
that CIA contractors would 
no longer be allowed to stay 
in Pakistan, and that other 
U.S. officials who appeared 
to be working for the CIA, but 
whose jobs were not clearly 
defined, would have to leave, 
too. Clearly, the bin Laden 
raid has compounded Paki¬ 
stani anger and further wors¬ 
ened relations. 

Calling the U.S. raid a “mis¬ 


adventure,” Kayani told the 
Pakistani reporters that an¬ 
other, similar, raid would be 
responded to swiftly, a prom¬ 
ise that seemed intended to 
tell the Pakistani public that 
the army was indeed capable 
of stopping the Americans’ 
trying to capture other senior 
figures from al-Qaida. 

Kayani’s blunt warnings came 
after he met with his top com¬ 
manders at their monthly con¬ 
ference at army headquarters 
at Rawalpindi, a gathering of 
the top 11 generals. The meet¬ 
ing was devoted to the conse¬ 
quences of the raid, which has 
severely embarrassed the Pak¬ 
istani military, leaving the na¬ 
tion’s most prestigious institu¬ 
tion looking poorly prepared 
and distrusted by its most im¬ 
portant ally. 

The official statement ac¬ 
knowledged “shortcomings” 
in developing intelligence on 
the presence of bin Laden in 
Pakistan, a reference to the 
fact that the al-Qaida leader 


was hiding in a compound in 
Abbottabad, a midsize city 
that is home to a top military 
academy and is about two 
hours from Islamabad, the 
capital. 

The CIA had developed intel¬ 
ligence on bin Laden with the 
Pakistanis in the early going 
when the Pakistani spy agen¬ 
cy, Inter-Services Intelligence, 
had provided “initial informa¬ 
tion.” 

But the CIA did not share 
further development of intel¬ 
ligence on the case with ISI, 
“contrary to the existing prac¬ 
tice between the two servic¬ 
es,” an account that generally 


conformed with what U.S. of¬ 
ficials said in the aftermath of 
the bin Laden raid. 

Pakistani officials and West¬ 
ern diplomats have described 
Kayani and Lt. Gen. Ahmed 
Shuja Pasha, the head of ISI, 
as seething with anger at the 
U.S. go-it-alone action. 

In an earlier account on 
Thursday, the foreign secre¬ 
tary, Salman Bashir, sought 
to dispel domestic criticism of 
Pakistan’s lack of response to 
the raid, saying that two Paki¬ 
stani F-16 fighter jets were 
airborne as soon as the Paki¬ 
stani military knew about the 
operation. □

Memphis warns residents 
to leave before flooding

MEMPHIS, Tenn. - The Coast Guard closed a section of the 
swollen Mississippi to barge traffic to protect a Missouri town 
from floodwaters Friday as police in Memphis went door to 
door urging residents to leave nearly 1,000 homes that could be 
swamped by the mighty river. 

Emergency workers handed out bright yellow fliers in English 
and Spanish that read, “Evacuate!!! Your property is in danger 
right now.” 

All the way south into the Mississippi Delta, people faced the 
question of whether to stay or go as high water kept on roll¬ 
ing down the Mississippi and its tributaries, threatening to soak 
communities over the next week or two. The flooding has al¬ 
ready broken high-water records that have stood since the 
1930s. 

The Coast Guard closed a five-mile stretch of the Mississippi 
on Friday to protect Caruthersville, Mo., and said ship traffic 
could be banned for up to eight days. The concern is that the 
wake from big boats could push water over a floodwall and into 
the town. 

In Tennessee, where local officials do not have the authority to 
order people to evacuate, they hoped the fliers would persuade 
them to leave. Bob Nations, director of emergency manage¬ 
ment for Shelby County, which includes Memphis, said there 
was still plenty of time. The river is not expected to crest until 
Wednesday. 

“This does not mean that water is at your doorstep,” Nations 
said of the door-to-door effort. “This means you are in a high- 
impact area.” 

Shelby County Division Fire Chief Joseph Rike said about 950 
households in Memphis and about 135 other homes in Shelby 
County were getting the notices. 

Shelters have been opened, and the fliers include a phone num¬ 
ber to arrange transportation for people who need it. 

Graceland, Elvis Presley’s home and one of the city’s best 
known landmarks, is about a 20-minute drive from the river and 
in no danger of flooding, spokesman Kevin Kern said Friday. 
“We’re on a hill, high and dry and open for business and will 
stay open,” Kern said.Q

A former Rutgers University 
student charged in a webcam- 
spying case linked to a class¬ 


mate’s suicide agreed Friday 
to cooperate with authorities 
as they prosecute another de¬ 
fendant — and could avoid 
jail time for her help. 


Molly Wei, a 19-year-old 
from West Windsor, was 
accepted Friday into a pre¬ 
trial intervention program. 
Under it, two invasion of 
privacy charges will be 
dropped eventually if she 
complies with a series 
of conditions. 


Wei, who wore a black busi¬ 
ness suit to court, answered 
only simple questions from 
her lawyer in a hearing on the 
intervention program that was 
over in about 10 minutes. Her 
voice was soft, but her expres¬ 
sion was stoic. She did not 
speak to reporters afterward. 
Wei and Dharun Ravi, a class¬ 
mate in both high school and 


at Rutgers, were accused of 
using a webcam to spy on 
Ravi’s roommate, Tyler Cle¬ 
menti, during his dorm-room 
encounter with another man 
in September. They allegedly 
watched on Wei’s computer in 
her dorm room. 

Clementi killed himself days 
later by jumping off the 
George Washington Bridge 
into the Hudson River. The 
suicide sparked a national 
conversation about bullying, 
particularly attacks endured 
by young gays and lesbians. 
President Barack Obama 
pleaded for understanding af¬ 
ter dementi’s death. A schol¬ 
arship and federal legislation 
have been introduced in honor 
of Clementi, an 18-year-old 
violinist who was in his first 
weeks at college, 
dementi’s parents watched 
from the back row of the small 
courtroom. □

BALTIMORE - The very travels that inspired 
Charles Darwin’s theory of evolution and 
shaped modern biology may have led to one of 
the illnesses that plagued the British naturalist 
for decades and ultimately led 
to his death, modern research¬ 
ers say. 

Darwin’s ailments are the topic 
of an annual conference in Balti¬ 
more on Friday that offers mod¬ 
ern medical diagnoses for the 
mysterious illnesses and deaths 
of historical figures. In past 
years, the conference hosted 
by the University of Maryland 
School of Medicine and Vet¬ 
erans Administration’s Mary¬ 
land Health Care System has 
looked at Alexander the Great, 

Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart and 
Booker T. Washington. Guest 
speakers include Darwin’s 
great-great-granddaughter, poet 
Ruth Padel, who penned the book, “Darwin: 
A Life in Poems.” Philip A. Mackowiak, the 
VA Maryland medical care clinical center chief 
and UM medical school professor who started 
the conference in 1995, had Darwin on his run¬ 
ning list of possible candidates for years. 
Darwin, who lived from 1809 to 1882, traveled 
the world in his 20s cataloging and observing 
wildlife and later published “On the Origin of 
Species.” 


Throughout his life, Darwin sought help for 
multiple health problems, which included 
vomiting stomach acids after every meal when 
the symptoms were at their worst. He was di¬ 
agnosed with dozens of conditions including 
schizophrenia, appendicitis and lactose intoler¬ 
ance. 

“It is particularly poignant that 
the scientists and physicians of 
his time could not provide Dar¬ 
win, the father of modem life 
sciences, with relief from the 
ailments that affected so much 
of his life,” Mackowiak said. 
The information used to evalu¬ 
ate Darwin’s case came from 
several sources, Mackowiak 
said, including the naturalist’s 
own letters, in which he wrote 
extensively about his com¬ 
plaints and his worries that he 
had passed on his illnesses to 
his children. 

Gastroenterologist Dr. Sidney 
Cohen, Thomas Jefferson Uni¬ 
versity medical college professor of medicine 
and research director, assessed Darwin’s ail¬ 
ments for the conference and identified three 
illnesses. Cohen, who had no X-rays or blood 
studies to use in his assessment, said he had 
only the documented symptoms: “an analysis 
of this journey of invalidism that he suffered 
throughout his life.” “It is a symptom-based 
specialty, though now we have some extraordi¬ 
nary diagnostic tools,” he said. □

500 Vt. homes destroyed 
or damaged by flood

MONTPELIER, Vt. - Vermont Gov. Peter Shumlin says more 
than 500 homes around Lake Champlain have been destroyed 
or severely damaged by flooding. 

Shumlin says the two roads that link the Lake Champlain island 
county of Grand Isle to the mainland remain open, but officials 
continue to monitor them. 

On Thursday, Shumlin toured the flooded area by helicopter 
and then declared the area a disaster, which allowed him to call 
up help from the National Guard. 

Speaking Friday in Montpelier, Shumlin says soldiers have 
filled about 67,000 sandbags and provided high water vehicles 
to help with recovery efforts. 

Shumlin says there’s no plan to order evacuations. 

The flooding was caused by melting snow and heavy spring 
rains. Lake Champlain is expected to crest Friday at more than 
103 feet above sea level, three feet above flood stage.□

Maine woman sentenced 
in $4M health care scam 

PARIS, Maine - A Maine woman who ran a company that 
served children with mental disabilities was sentenced to prison 
for overcharging a state health care program by more than $4 
million. 

Dawn Solomon, who pleaded guilty in December, was also 
ordered Thursday to pay restitution as part of her plea agreement 
with prosecutors, in addition to her 42 months in state prison. 
“We are pleased to have put this unscrupulous operator out of 
business,” Attorney General William Schneider said. 

Solomon, 43, of Harrison, ran a company called Living 
Independence Network Corp. in the town of Norway that 
provided behavior management and physical and social 
development services to children with mental disabilities. 


The money Solomon stole was supposed to pay for 
treating those children, Schneider said. 


The attorney general’s Healthcare Crimes Unit uncovered 
her overbilling scheme after a state audit raised red flags in 
September 2009. 

The investigation revealed that the program called MaineCare 
paid Solomon’s company for services that weren’t rendered and 
expenses that were fabricated or unauthorized, prosecutors said. 
When the fraud began in 2006, Solomon was inflating her 
company’s MaineCare billings by about $87,000 a month, but 
the overbilling rose to an average of $134,000 a month in 2008. 
Solomon put people on the payroll who were not Living 
Independence employees, including her children’s nanny, her 
father-in-law and handymen who worked on her rental properties 
and personal homes, so their wages would be subsidized by 
MaineCare. 

She also was reimbursed with MaineCare funds for personal 
expenses for travel, vehicles, tuition, gifts and other items.Q

LAREDO, Texas - Federal 
authorities on Friday opened 
seven new inspection booths 
for commercial traffic heading 
north to the U.S. from Mexi¬ 
co, nearly doubling capacity 
at the bridge that’s the busiest 
commercial port on America’s 
southwestern border — and a 
prime smuggling corridor for 
drug gangs. 

U.S. Customs and Border Pro¬ 
tection says the new posts will 
ease wait times on Laredo’s 
World Trade International 
Bridge, where more than 
4,800 18-wheelers rumble 


into American territory daily, 
or one about every 18 seconds. 
The $5.4 million project also 
bolsters inspection of big-rigs 
that smugglers can cram with 
loads of cocaine, marijuana or 
amphetamines hidden among 
regular cargo. It includes two 
additional new lanes for “sec¬ 
ondary inspection,” an area 
with sniffer dogs where cus¬ 
toms agents can provide extra 
screening. 

“Laredo is about tractor-trail¬ 
ers, it’s about commercial ve¬ 
hicles, so that’s the environ¬ 
ment the smuggler’s going to 
try to work within,” said Jerry 
Robinette, special agent in 


charge of U.S. Customs and 
Immigration Enforcement’s 
San Antonio office, which 
oversee all of South Texas. 
Laredo Mayor Raul Salinas 
joined his cross-border coun¬ 
terpart from Nuevo Laredo, 
Benjamin Galvan Gomez, 
and a gaggle of federal, state 
and local officials, who stood 
in front of the new blue-and- 
white inspection booths and 
cut a dark ribbon stretched 
symbolically across lanes 
marked “Fast 2” and “Fast 3.” 
All around, thunderous and 
pungent lines of trucks waited 
to pass through the border.Q

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. - For sale: a five- 
bedroom, Mediterranean-style mansion with a 
red, barrel-tiled roof and arched doorways and 
windows. It even comes with some notoriety as 
it was once owned by one of Osama bin Lad¬ 
en’s brothers. 

Khalil bin Laden, one of the terrorist master¬ 
mind’s 54 siblings, bought the home in 1980 
for $1.6 million, but the wealthy businessman 
and his family fled their vacation spot under po¬ 
lice escort shortly after 9/11, fearing they might 
be targeted because of the terrorist attacks. The 
1920s-era mansion has sat empty ever since. 
The home is in Oakland, Fla., a quiet small 
town about 20 miles west of Orlando. There’s 
a pool, horse stables and a four-car detached 
garage. It has fallen into a bit of disrepair due 
to vandals and humid Florida weather, but the 
real estate agent in charge of selling the prop¬ 
erty said it can easily be restored to its previous 
grandeur. 

Asking price: $1,999,000. 


Khalil bin Laden’s children used to run up and 
down the stairs, playing near the quiet lake 
in the back when the bin Laden name meant 
wealth and prestige. Then came Sept. 11, 2001. 
Eventually, boards covered windows that over¬ 
looked the 1,200 feet of private lake shoreline. 
In February 2006, at the height of Florida’s 
housing boom, Khalil bin Laden sold the prop¬ 
erty for $4 million, property records show, to a 
businessman who later went bankrupt and was 
sentenced to seven years in prison for fraud. 
The home was eventually foreclosed on, said 
Autumn Norris-Makin, the Florida real estate 
agent who has been trying to sell the property 
for over a year. It was recently named by Forbes 
as one of the “creepiest abandoned mansions” 
in the U.S. Norris-Makin said she’s had a lot 
of interest despite the asking price. One person 
was thinking about turning the property into a 
bed and breakfast. “It’s an amazing property,” 
she said Wednesday. “But not a lot of people 
have that kind of money right now. It would 
sell in a second if everyone knew the economy 
would turn around. 
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FBI: 

DC suspicious 
letters part of 
broader probe

WASHINGTON - More than 
three dozen suspicious but 
apparently harmless letters 
addressed to District of Co¬ 
lumbia schools appear to have 
been mailed from the Dallas 
area and closely resemble let¬ 
ters under investigation by 
authorities there, the FBI said 
Friday. 

Envelopes containing a white, 
powdery substance were de¬ 
livered to 28 D.C. schools 
on Thursday. One school re¬ 
ceived two letters. On Friday 
morning, eight more enve¬ 
lopes were found: four that 
had been delivered to schools 
and four more that were col¬ 
lected at a mail facility by 
U.S. postal inspectors, said 
Lindsay Godwin, a spokes¬ 
woman for the FBI’s Wash¬ 
ington Field Office. 


No hazardous substances 
have been found in any of 
the envelopes, and no one 
has been injured or 
become ill after coming 
into contact with them. 
They are being analyzed 
at an FBI laboratory 
in Quantico, Va. 


The letters had the same char¬ 
acteristics as mailings under 
investigation by the FBI and 
postal inspectors in Dallas, 
the FBI said in a news release. 
James McJunkin, head of 
the Washington field office, 
said similar letters have been 
mailed to schools elsewhere 
in the U.S. over the last sev¬ 
eral weeks. 

A few of the letters were also 
sent to D.C. schools last Octo¬ 
ber, the FBI said. 

A law enforcement official 
with knowledge of the situa¬ 
tion told The Associated Press 
that the envelopes contained 
a letter referring to al-Qaida 
and the FBI and that the white 
powder had the look and con¬ 
sistency of cornstarch. The 
official was not authorized 
to release the information 
and spoke on condition of 
anonymity. □

Al-Qaida vows revenge for 
Osama bin laden's death

CAIRO - Al-Qaida confirmed the killing of Osama bin Laden 
and vowed revenge, saying Friday that Americans’ “happiness 
will turn to sadness.” The statement was the first by the ter¬ 
ror network since its leader was slain in a U.S. commando raid 
against his Pakistani hideout. 

The statement, written in typical al-Qaida style and in the name 
of the organization’s General Command, seemed mostly intend¬ 
ed to reassure followers that the terror group remains vigorous 
and intact. 

The statement was dated Tuesday, the day after bin Laden’s 
death. Its authenticity could not be independently confirmed, 
but it was posted on militant websites Friday by the al-Fajr Cen¬ 
ter, al-Qaida’s online media distribution network. 

“The blood of the holy warrior sheik, Osama bin Laden, God 
bless him, is too precious to us and to all Muslims to go in 
vain,” the statement said. 

“We will remain, God willing, a curse chasing the Americans 
and their agents, following them outside and inside their coun¬ 
tries.” 

“Soon, God willing, their happiness will turn to sadness,” it 
said, “their blood will be mingled with their tears.” 

The confirmation by al-Qaida should remove doubt among all 
but the most die-hard conspiracy theorists that bin Laden is in 
fact dead.Q

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Bin laden’s wife spent 5 years in Pakistani house

ISLAMABAD - One of three 
wives living with Osama bin 
Laden told Pakistani interro¬ 
gators she had been staying in 
the al-Qaida chief’s hideout 
for five years, and could be 
a key source of information 
about how he avoided capture 
for so long, a Pakistani intel¬ 
ligence official said Friday. 

In its first confirmation of 
bin Laden’s death, al-Qaida 
warned of retaliation in an 
Internet statement, saying 
Americans’ “happiness will 
turn to sadness.” 


Bin Laden’s wife, identi¬ 
fied as Yemeni-born Amal 
Ahmed Abdullfattah, said 
she never left the upper 
floors of the house the en¬ 
tire time she was there. 


She and bin Laden’s other two 
wives are being interrogated 
in Pakistan after they were 
taken into custody following 
Monday’s American raid on 
bin Laden’s compound in the 
town of Abbottabad. Pakistani 
authorities are also holding 
eight or nine children who 
were found there after the 
U.S. commandos left. 

Given shifting and incomplete 
accounts from U.S. officials 
about what happened during 
the raid, testimony from bin 
Laden’s wives may be signifi¬ 
cant in unveiling details about 
the operation. 

Their accounts could also help 
show how bin Laden spent 
his time and managed to stay 
hidden, living in a large house 
close to a military academy in 
a garrison town, a two-and- 
a-half hours’ drive from the 
capital, Islamabad.

Japan wants 
3 reactors 
closed while 
seawall built

TOKYO - Japan urged a pow¬ 
er company Friday to suspend 
all three reactors at a coastal 
nuclear plant while a seawall 
and other structures are built 
to ensure a major earthquake 
or tsunami does not cause a 
second radiation crisis. 

The move came as the gov¬ 
ernment is conducting a safe¬ 
ty review of all Japan’s 54 nu¬ 
clear reactors after the Fuku- 
shima Dai-ichi nuclear plant 
was crippled by the March 11 
earthquake and tsunami that 
left more than 25,000 peo¬ 
ple dead and missing on the 
northeast coast. 

The Hamaoka nuclear plant 
just 110 yards (100 meters) 
off the Pacific coast in cen¬ 
tral Japan is the only one so 
far where the government has 
asked that operations be halt¬ 
ed until the utility can imple¬ 
ment safety measures. 

Chubu Electric Power Co. 
said in a statement it will 
“swiftly consider” the gov¬ 
ernment’s request. □ 


Witnesses: Syrian forces kill 30 protesters

BEIRUT - Syrian security forces opened fire 
Friday on thousands of protesters demanding 
regime change, killing at least 30 people in a 
sign that President Bashar Assad is prepared to 
ride out a wave of rapidly escalating interna¬ 
tional outrage. 

The U.N. said it is sending a team into Syria 
to investigate and the European Union is ex¬ 
pected to place sanctions on Syrian officials 
next week — both significant blows to Assad, a 
British-educated, self-styled reformer who has 
tried to bring Syria back into the global main¬ 
stream over his 11 years in power. 

In Washington, State Department spokesman 
Mark Toner said the 
U.S. was pressing the

He has tried a combination of brute force, in¬ 
timidation and promises of reform to crush the 
unrest, but his attempts have failed so far. 

Still, Syria is a highly unpredictable country, in

Assad’s father, Hafez Assad, kept Syria under 
rigid control for three decades. His most noto¬ 
rious act was crushing a Sunni uprising in 1982 
by shelling the town of Hama, killing 10,000 to 
25,000 people, according to Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional estimates. Conflicting figures exist and 
the Syrian government has made no official 
estimate. 

But for the next two decades, until his death, 
Hafez Assad ruled uncontested and the massa¬ 
cre was seared into the minds of Syrians. 
Though Bashar Assad has not done anything on 
the scale of the Hama massacre in his 11 years 
in power, his crackdown has evoked memories 
of his father’s brutal legacy. The tactics include 
a policy of “collective punishment” by arrest¬ 
ing entire families to pressure their relatives

Russia’s Putin 
proposes new 
political force

MOSCOW - Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin has proposed 
creating a “broad popular 
front” ahead of Russia’s par¬ 
liamentary election, an appar¬ 
ent attempt to counter grow¬ 
ing public discontent with his 
political party. 

Putin’s United Russia has a 
majority in Russia’s parlia¬ 
ment and is the dominant 
party in regional legislatures 
and governor’s offices across 
the country. Polls, however, 
show its support declining as 
Russians increasingly associ¬ 
ate the party with a corrupt 
bureaucracy. 


Russia holds a parliamen¬ 
tary election in December 
that will set the scene for 
a presidential vote three 
months later in 2012. 


Putin, who stepped down as 
president in 2008 after serv¬ 
ing two terms, has not said 
whether he will run, but his 
actions increasingly signal 
that he intends to reclaim the 
presidency. □

Protection fees, stolen ammo extend Somalia’s war

MOGADISHU, Soma¬ 
lia - Ammunition intended 
for peacekeepers ends up in 
militant hands. Humanitarian 
workers pay Somali Islamist 
rebels protection money. 

U.N. and Somali officials are 
accused of skimming from 
contracts. About $1 billion is 
poured into Somalia each year 
for humanitarian, develop¬ 
ment and security projects, but 
some of the aid that is wast¬ 
ed, stolen or diverted may be 
helping feed the 20-year-old 
conflict instead of ending it. 

During a recent trip by an in¬ 
ternational journalist to Soma¬ 
lia and in interviews in neigh¬ 
boring Kenya where U.N. 
officials and aid workers are 
based, The Associated Press 
learned about numerous cases 
of wasteful spending, corrup¬ 
tion and dubious payoffs. 

• In order to carry out projects 
in central Somalia, staff work¬ 
ing for the Danish Refugee 
Council paid protection mon¬ 
ey to Islamist insurgents who 
are battling the beleaguered 
government. 

• Bullets bought by interna¬ 
tional donors and intended

for Somali soldiers were sold 
on open markets, becoming a 
“significant source of supply” 
for insurgents, according to a 
confidential report given to 
the U.N. Sanctions Committee 
this year and obtained by AR 
• A $600,000 project by an 
international aid group was 
suspended after a government 
minister demanded a cut. 

The problems facing foreign 
donors trying to rebuild a 
country wracked by an insur¬ 
gency are not new: Both Iraq 
and Afghanistan have seen 


theft, waste and mismanage¬ 
ment on aid projects. Somalia 
receives less cash, but there is 
also far less oversight. Those 
who are supposed to ensure 
the aid is properly delivered 
can’t even enter the country 
because it’s too dangerous. 
Some of the aid money pro¬ 
vides food, shelter and medi¬ 
cine for desperate Somalis 
but a lot is wasted or stolen. 
How much, no one knows, 
but the anecdotal evidence is 
alarming.Q

ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast 

- Ivory Coast President Al¬ 
as sane Ouattara took the oath 
of office Friday, five months 
after the election that nearly 
ripped the African nation in 
two and left hundreds dead 
when the country’s strongman 
refused to concede defeat. 
Ouattara spent much of that 
time barricaded inside a hotel, 
surrounded by troops loyal to 
Laurent Gbagbo, who used 
the army to terrorize the pop¬ 
ulation. Gbagbo was removed 
militarily last month and is 
now under house arrest in a 
remote town 420 miles (700 
kilometers) north of Abidjan. 
The price of installing the 
country’s democratically 
elected leader was steep. 
More than a 1,000 civilians 
were killed, first by the army 
controlled by Gbagbo and lat¬ 
er by a former rebel group al¬ 
lied with Ouattara that seized 
control of the country and 
toppled Gbagbo. Hours be¬ 
fore the ceremony, the U.N.

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Death toll from Mexican mine blast rises to 7 

SAN JUAN DE SABINAS, Mexico Rescue crews have 
recovered a seventh body from a coal mine in northern 
Mexico where an explosion occurred. 

And a landslide at an opal mine in western Mexico has killed 
three people. 

Labor Secretary Javier Zolano announced the recovery 
of the seventh body at the coal mine in a Twitter message 
Friday. Seven other miners remain missing at the mine in the 
town of San Juan Sabinas, where an explosion Tuesday also 
injured a teenage miner, who lost an arm. 

The Economy Department says in a statement Friday that a 
landslide killed three men at the open-air Pata de Gallo opal 
mine in Hostotipaquillo in Jalisco state. The statement said 
the men were apparently scavengers looking for materials.Q 


Brazil arrests Serbians in drug gang crackdown 

SAO PAULO - Brazilian police say they have dismantled a 
criminal organization composed mostly of Serbians wanted 
by Interpol for international drug trafficking. 

The Federal Police agency says in a statement that 16 
suspected members of the gang were arrested between 
Sunday and Thursday in six states. Eight of those arrested 
are Serbian citizens. 

It says the Serbian government has requested the extradition 
of the man suspected of leading the group. His identity was 
not revealed. 

The operation concludes a two-year investigation that 
resulted in the arrests of 35 people, the seizure of 1,370 
pounds (620 kilograms) of cocaine and the equivalent of 
$1.2 million.^ 


Mexican navy rescues migrants off Baja coast 

MEXICO CITY - The Mexican navy says it has rescued 16 
migrants whose boat sank in the Pacific Ocean off the Baja 
California coast near the coastal town of Rosarito. 

Migrants have increasingly tried to sneak into the United 
States by sea, often in small rickety boats. 

A navy statement Thursday says the migrants’ boat 
apparently hit a buoy and sank. It says the 13 men and three 
women rescued Wednesday are all Mexican citizens. 

The navy quoted the migrants as saying the smuggler who led 
them on the journey was picked up by another craft and fled 
following the accident, leaving his passengers abandoned 
and floating in the ocean.Q 


B.S. Ambassador to Mexico sets date to depart 

MEXICO CITY - U.S. Ambassador Carlos Pascual will 
leave Mexico by May 18 as a result of his resignation two 
months ago amid furor over leaked diplomatic cables that 
angered the Mexican government. 

Pascual will take a job on that date as Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton’s special envoy and coordinator for 
international energy affairs, U.S. Embassy spokesman Alex 
Featherstone said Thursday night. 

“One of his first tasks will be designing a new Bureau for 
Energy Resources that will integrate energy security with 
the conduct of U.S. foreign policy,” Featherstone wrote in a 
message announcing the plans. 

Featherstone said John D. Feeley, the embassy’s deputy chief 
of mission, will take over as the embassy’s charge d’affaires 
until a new ambassador is nominated by President Barack 
Obama and confirmed by the U.S. Senate and accepted by 
the Mexican government, Featherstone said, describing that 
as “a long process.” 

Clinton announced Pascual’s request to resign as ambassador 
in March. □ 


Brazil top court recognized same

SAO PAULO - Brazil’s high 
court ruled that same-sex civil 
unions must be recognized, a 
decision welcomed as a wa¬ 
tershed by gay activists who 
also hope it will cool rising 
violence against homosexuals 
in Latin America’s most popu¬ 
lous nation. 

The ruling, however, stopped 
short of legalizing gay mar¬ 
riage in Brazil, which has 
more Roman Catholics than 
any other country. The Catho¬ 
lic Church fought the mea¬ 
sure. 

In a vote late Thursday, all but 
one of the 11 Supreme Court 
justices backed civil union 
rights for same-sex couple. 
One justice abstained. 

The court ruled that gay cou¬ 
ples deserve the same legal 
rights as heterosexual pairs 
when it comes to alimony, re¬ 
tirement benefits of a partner 
who dies and inheritances, 


among other issues. 

In Latin America, gay mar¬ 
riage is legal only in Argen¬ 
tina and Mexico City. 
Same-sex civil unions grant¬ 
ing some rights to homosexual 
couples are legal in Uruguay 
and in some states of Mexico 
outside the capital. Colom¬ 
bia’s Constitutional Court has 
granted same-sex couples in¬ 
heritance rights and allowed 
them to add their partners to 
health insurance plans. 


Brazil’s ruling sets a judi¬ 
cial precedent that must be 
honored by all public insti¬ 
tutions, including notary 
publics where civil unions 
must be registered. 


“This is a historic moment for 
all Brazilians, not just homo¬ 
sexuals. This judgment will 
change everything for us in 
society — and for the better,” 
said Marcelo Cerqueira with 
the gay rights group Grupo

Gay da Bahia. “Gays, les¬ 
bians and transsexuals will 
be recognized as being more 
human. We’ll be more ac¬ 
cepted by having our rights 
honored.” Grupo Gay da Ba¬ 
hia said in a recent report that 
260 gays were murdered in 
2010 in Brazil, up 113 percent 
from five years ago, including 
recent high-profile cases that 
made headlines. 

On April 5, the body of 
16-year-old girl was found 
in a remote area of Brazil’s 
Goias state. The father and 
brother of her teenage girl¬ 
friend were arrested. 

Less than two weeks later, se¬ 
curity cameras captured the 
beating death of a 24-year-old 
transvestite in northeastern 
Paraiba state. 

Gay activist Cerqueira said 
he hoped the ruling would be 
the start of an end to such vio¬ 
lence. 

“This ruling will help. The 
violence comes about because 
of impunity for those who 
commit it,” Cerqueira said. 
“When a country judges a 
case like this in favor of us, it 
will have an impact across the 
judicial and law enforcement 
sectors.” The request for the 
Supreme Court to recognize 
civil unions came two years 
ago from the Brazilian attor¬ 
ney general’s office, largely 
because legislation that would 
give same-sex couples the 
rights enjoyed by married het¬ 
erosexual couples has been 
stalled in Congress for more 
than a decade. □ 


Hundreds march to Mexico City to protest violence 


CUERNAVACA, Mexico - 
More than 600 people led by 
a Mexican poet whose son 
was killed by suspected drug 
traffickers set off on a march 
Thursday from the resort city 
of Cuernavaca to Mexico City 
to protest the country’s unre¬ 
lenting gang violence. 

The group carrying signs read¬ 
ing “Stop the War,” Mexican 
flags and photos of poet Ja¬ 
vier Sicilia’s slain son began 
marching Thursday. They are 
expected to arrive in Mexico 
City’s Zocalo square Sunday. 
The group hopes more peo¬ 
ple will join the silent march 
along the 50-mile (80-kilome- 
ter) route. 

Sicilia’s son Juan Francisco 


was killed March 28 along 
with six other people. Three 
alleged cartel members have 
been arrested in the slayings. 
Mexico’s drug war has 
claimed more than 34,600 
lives since December 2006. 

In a statement Thursday, 
Calderon’s office expressed 
“its respect for the march ... 
and each and every person 
who is participating in it.” 

The march “revitalizes citi¬ 
zen action as a fundamental 
means for overcoming inertia 
and promoting the decisive 
actions and changes our coun¬ 
try needs on fundamental is¬ 
sues like security and justice,” 
it said.

Russiansentenced 
for killing lawyer

MOSCOW - A Russian ultranationalist was sentenced to life 
in prison, and his girlfriend received an 18-year sentence Friday 
for the brazen daylight killing of a prominent human rights law¬ 
yer and an independent reporter. 

The double killing sent shockwaves through Russia’s belea¬ 
guered human rights community and triggered a government 
crackdown on far-right and neo-Nazis groups that had gained 
popularity in recent years. 

Nikita Tikhonov, 31, received the maximum sentence after the 
court convicted him of gunning down lawyer Stanislav Markelov 
and journalist Anastasia Baburova. Tikhonov’s 26-year-old girl¬ 
friend, Yevgenia Khasis, was convicted as an accomplice in the 
January 2009 attack, and sentenced to 18 years in prison. A jury 
ruled last week that Tikhonov was the masked killer who used a 
1910 Browning pistol to shoot Markelov and Baburova as they 
walked out of a press conference into a snowy street near the 
Kremlin. Khasis followed the two from the conference hall and 
helped Tikhonov identify the lawyer and the reporter, who wore 
heavy winter clothes and hats.Q 


Amnesty: Ghadafl’s troops suspected of war crimes

TRIPOLI, Libya - Moam- 
mar Gadhafl’s forces may 
have committed war crimes in 
the rebel-held city of Misrata 
and the humanitarian situa¬ 
tion is rapidly deteriorating 
there because of regime at¬ 
tempts to tighten its siege and 
block access by sea, Amnesty 
International said Friday. 
Libyan troops have indiscrim¬ 
inately fired heavy artillery, 
rockets and cluster bombs at 
residential areas of Libya’s 
third-largest city during a two- 
month siege, in a clear breach 
of international humanitarian 
law, the group said in a report. 
“Weapons designed for 
the battle field and not for 
residential areas are being 
launched into residential 
neighborhoods, killing civil¬ 
ians and really just creating a 
situation of terror,” said Am¬ 
nesty’s Donatella Rovera. 
Earlier this week, the pros¬ 
ecutor of the International 
Criminal Court told the U.N. 
Security Council he would 
seek arrest warrants against 
three Libyans for crimes 
against humanity committed 
in Libya. He did not name the 
suspects. U.S. Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clin¬ 
ton, meanwhile, said killing 
Gadhafi wasn’t the objective 
of the international military 
mission in Libya, but that his 


death was not inconceivable. 
“The objective is to protect 
civilians,” she told the Ital¬ 
ian program “In Mezz’Ora,” 
referring to a bombing cam¬ 
paign launched in mid-March. 
“But there are legitimate tar¬ 
gets like the command-and- 
control bunkers and facilities 
that we know he and his fam¬ 
ily control. This is a conflict 
and he could become a victim 
of the very violence that he 
initiated.” 

Some of the heaviest fight¬ 
ing has raged in Misrata, the 
main rebel stronghold in west¬ 
ern Libya. That region is still 
largely under Gadhafi’s con¬ 
trol, while the rebels hold po¬ 
sitions in the east of the coun¬ 
try. Libyan troops besieging 
the city of 300,000 by land 
recently stepped up shelling 


of Misrata’s port to close the 
remaining lifeline. Hundreds 
of people have been killed in 
Misrata since February, med¬ 
ics say. 

On Wednesday, government 
forces shelled Misrata’s port 
area as an aid vessel docked to 
evacuate hundreds of stranded 
migrant workers. The shells 
killed two toddlers and their 
aunt and uncle, all from Niger, 
as they waited for evacuation 
in a nearby tent camp. 

The humanitarian situation 
has deteriorated sharply in re¬ 
cent days because the attempt¬ 
ed port blockade has made it 
even more difficult to bring 
in supplies, said Rovera. She 
said there is no electricity or 
running water in large parts of 
the city, and food supplies are 
dwindling. □

From GDP to private-sector 
payrolls, from business sur¬ 
veys to new claims for un¬ 
employment insurance, key 
economic indicators suggest 
that the recovery may be sput¬ 
tering. 

And it wasn’t much of a recov¬ 
ery to start with. Employment 
has risen from its low point, 
but it has grown no faster than 
the adult population. And the 
plight of the unemployed con¬ 
tinues to worsen: More than 6 
million Americans have been 
out of work for six months or 
longer, and more than 4 mil¬ 
lion have been jobless for 
more than a year. 

It would be nice if someone in 
Washington actually cared. 
It’s not as if our political class 
is feeling complacent. On the 
contrary, D.C. economic dis¬ 
course is saturated with fear: 
fear of a debt crisis, of run¬ 
away inflation, of a disastrous 
plunge in the dollar. Scare 
stories are very much on poli¬ 
ticians’ minds. 

Yet none of these scare stories 
reflect anything that is actu¬ 
ally happening, or is likely to 
happen. And while the threats 


are imaginary, fear of these 
imaginary threats has real 
consequences: an absence of 
any action to deal with the 
real crisis, the suffering now 
being experienced by millions 
of jobless Americans and their 
families. 

What does Washington cur¬ 
rently fear? Topping the list 
is fear that budget deficits 
will cause a fiscal crisis any 
day now. In fact, a number of 
people - like Erskine Bowles 
and Alan Simpson, the co- 
chairmen of President Barack 
Obama’s debt commission 
- have settled on a specific 
time frame: Terrible things 
will happen within two years 
unless we make drastic spend¬ 
ing cuts. I have no idea where 
that two-year deadline comes 
from. After all, what we do in 
the next couple of years hard¬ 
ly matters at all for U.S. sol¬ 
vency, which mainly depends 
on what we’ll do in the long 
run about Medicare and taxes. 
And, for what it’s worth, ac¬ 
tual investors - people putting 
real money on the line - are 
notably unworried about any 
near-term fiscal crisis: The 
Treasury Department contin¬ 
ues to have no trouble selling 
debt and remains able to bor¬ 
row very cheaply, indicating 
high confidence on the part of 
investors that debts will be re¬ 
paid in full. 

Do the scare-mongers even 
believe their own stories? 
Maybe not. As Jonathan Chait 
of The New Republic notes, 
the politicians most given 


to apocalyptic rhetoric about 
the deficit are also utterly op¬ 
posed to any tax increase; they 
argue that debt is destroying 
America, but they’d rather let 
that happen than accept even a 
dime of higher taxes. Yet the 
inconsistency and probable 
insincerity of their fear-mon- 
gering hasn’t stopped it from 
having a huge effect on policy 
debate. 

The deficit isn’t the only un¬ 
founded fear. I’ve written be¬ 
fore about misguided inflation 
fear, but, for now, let me focus 
on a new issue that has sud¬ 
denly begun to loom large in 
opinion pieces and remarks on 
talk shows: fear of a disastrous 


plunge in the dollar. (Who 
sends out the memos telling 
people what to worry about, 
and why don’t I get them?) 
What you would never know 
from all the agitated dollar dis¬ 
cussion is that the recent dollar 
slide is actually tiny compared 
with big drops in the past, no¬ 
tably under the administration 
of George W. Bush and during 
Ronald Reagan’s second term. 
And you’d also never know 
that those earlier dollar slides, 
far from hurting the economy, 
were beneficial, because they 
helped U.S. manufacturing 
compete on world markets. 
Which brings me back to the 
destructive effect of focusing 


on invisible monsters. For the 
clear and present danger to the 
American economy isn’t what 
some people imagine might 
happen one of these days, it’s 
what is actually happening 
now. Unemployment isn’t just 
blighting the lives of millions, 
it’s undermining America’s 
future. The longer this goes 
on, the more workers will find 
it impossible ever to return to 
employment, the more young 
people will find their pros¬ 
pects destroyed because they 
can’t find a decent starting job. 
It may not create excited chat¬ 
ter on cable TV, but the unem¬ 
ployment crisis is real, and it’s 
eating away at our society. Q

Angel Jimenez were moved 
to tears as they left the course 
and both declined to talk to 
reporters. □

That’s the question for Shane Mos¬ 
ley. As a 5-1 underdog against Man¬ 
ny Pacquiao, he’s not a bad proposi¬ 
tion. After all, with a guaranteed $20 
million going to the favored fighter/ 
crooner/congressman, the purses are 


being divided at a mere 4-1 ratio. 
Still, for $5 million, you wonder what 
this could be worth to Mosley. With 
three months separating the fighter from 
his 40th birthday, you question what 
cause he has to feel so sanguine.

He will beat Pacquiao twice, 
he says: first, on Saturday 
night at the MGM Grand, 
then in a rematch. Next, he 
will avenge his loss to Floyd 
Mayweather. 

“I’m not even sure May- 
weather would be the last 
fight — maybe Cotto,” he 
said, referring to Miguel Cot¬ 
to, who beat him almost four 


years ago by unanimous deci¬ 
sion. 

That would take Shane Mos¬ 
ley well into his fifth decade. 
And with apologies to the 
46-year-old Bernard Hopkins, 
now fighting at light heavy¬ 
weight, that is not a place eas¬ 
ily imagined by most welter¬ 
weights or sports writers. 

One has to admire Mosley’s 
optimism. Just the same, one 
should recognize it for what it 
is: a vocational malady. You 
can’t fight — certainly not at 


this level — without the be¬ 
lief that victory is inevitable. 
Problem is, that’s how fighters 
— great ones especially — get 
hurt. But back to the imme¬ 
diate improbability, beating 
Pacquiao on Saturday night: 
“I can’t give up any secrets 
or anything,” Mosley said. 
“But styles make fights, and 
with this fight I believe I have 
the upper hand. First, size. 
Then, I’m the fastest fighter 
he’s fought. The experience. 
The power. I’m probably the 
hardest-hitting fighter he’s 
fought.” 

Five years ago, sure. But now? 
It’s a good fight as long as it 
lasts, but that’s all that seems 
certain to me. Both fighters 
are willing combatants. Nei¬ 
ther is risk-averse. Why else 
would Pacquiao venture so far 
above his natural weight, or 
Mosley fight beyond his opti¬ 
mal age? 

Again, knowing that financial 
necessity becomes a source of 
shame for many aging boxers, 
he adds: “Some fighters need 
to fight for the next check. I 
don’t have to.” 


Rather, it’s a kind of vanity. As 
a rule, the better the fighter, 
the more prone he is to over¬ 
staying his welcome. The best 
ones are the last to know. I am 
happy to report that the gossip 
of a slurry-lipped Shane is pa¬ 
tently incorrect. He’s clear in 
speech and in mind. He’s sur¬ 
vived divorce with a smoking- 
hot girl at his side, and with 
the love and admiration of 
his oldest son. Yes, Shane Jr. 
wants to be a fighter. 

But the kid’s 18, not 39. And, 
again, I have to wonder what 
the elder Mosley thinks he’s 
missing. With a pair of wins 
over Oscar de la Hoy a (OK, 
the second was aided by 
BALCO’s designer steroids) 
and the demolition of Anto¬ 
nio Margarito (that, two-and- 
a-half years ago, when most 
people already thought he 
was finished), Mosley’s place 
in boxing posterity should be 
secure. But, again, there’s that 
vanity. It’s plain to see that 
Mosley doesn’t feel loved or, 
rather, loved enough. 

“I can’t say I do,” he said. “I 
can’t say I do feel appreci¬ 


ated.” 

It’s been 11 years since he first 
beat de la Hoya, becoming 
the first to take Oscar in his 
prime. And, though he lacked 
another epic rival, Mosley was 
for a time recognized as the 
world’s best fighter, pound- 
for-pound. Then Vernon For¬ 
rest came along and beat him, 
once, and then again. It wasn’t 
that Mosley had suddenly lost 
his greatness; it was, in fact, a 
matter of styles. Still, his reign 
was over. 

Who’s the man?

“It was brief,” he said. “I can’t 
blame anybody for that. It’s 
just how life is.” 

Beating Pacquiao would get it 
back, though. 

“Yes,” he says. “I definitely 
want some of that.” 

It’s worth reminding you that 
Shane Mosley hasn’t been 
knocked out in 53 pro fights 
going back to 1993. Freddie 
Roach, Pacquiao’s trainer, 
says his fighter will be the 
first. Pacquiao gets hit, too. □

Study finds no leukaemia link to UK nuclear plants 


A 3 5-year British scientific 
study has found no evidence 
that young children living near 
nuclear power plants have an 
increased risk of developing 
leukemia. 

The research, conducted by 
scientists on the Committee of 
the Medical Aspects of Radia¬ 
tion in the Environment (CO¬ 
MARE) found only 20 cases 
of childhood leukemia within 
5 km (3.1 miles) of nuclear 
power stations in the 35 years 
from 1969 to 2004. 
Broadening the radius out to 
25 km (15.5 miles), the scien¬ 
tists found only 430 cases of 
the disease in 35 years. 

Both rates were virtually the 


same as in areas where there 
are no nuclear plants, they 
said, making the added risk 
“extremely small, if not zero.” 
“We’ve looked as best we can 
at the potential for radiation 
around nuclear power plants 
to cause leukemia and we’ve 
decided on the best evidence 
we have available that it is not 
the cause,” Professor Alex El¬ 
liott, COMARE’s chairman, 
told reporters in London. 
Various studies have been 
conducted around the world 
into possible links between 
the risk of childhood blood 
cancers and living near nucle¬ 
ar plants. A study on Germany, 
published in 2007, did find a 


significantly increased risk. 
The COMARE team said 
these findings were probably 
influenced by an unexplained 
leukemia cluster near a nucle¬ 
ar power plant in Krummel in 
northern Germany that lasted 
from 1990 to 2005. 

Excluding Krummel, evidence 
for an increased leukemia risk 
among young children liv¬ 
ing close to German nuclear 
power plants was “extremely 
weak,” it said.

Elliot’s report was the 14th 
from COMARE and covered 
13 nuclear power plant sites 
across Britain. 


Afinitor Approved for Rare Pancreatic Cancer 


U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
approval of Afinitor (everolimus) has been 
expanded to include people with progressive 
neuroendocrine tumors of the pancreas 
(PNET) that have spread to other parts of the 
body or cannot be removed by surgery, the 
agency said Friday. 

PNET is slow-growing and rare, affecting 
fewer than 1,000 new patients in the United 
States each year, the FDA said in a news 
release. Afinitor was evaluated in clinical 
trials involving 410 people with late-stage or 
advancing forms of this cancer. Those treated 


with Afinitor survived without the cancer 
worsening for an average of 11 months, 
compared with 4.6 months among people 
who took a placebo, the agency said. 

The most common side effects reported 
included mouth inflammation, rash, diarrhea, 
fatigue, swelling, stomach pain, nausea, fever 
and headache. 

Afinitor was previously FDA-approved for 
advanced kidney cancer and certain brain 
tumors that cannot be treated surgically. 

The drug is marketed by Novartis, based in 
East Hanover, N. J. □

Asked if the COMARE find¬ 
ings had any implications for 
people living near Japan’s Fu- 
kushima nuclear power plant, 
which was badly damaged in 


the March 11 earthquake and 
tsunami, or near the site of the 
Chernobyl nuclear accident 
in 1986, Elliot stressed that 
the British studies had looked 
only at nuclear power plants 
during normal operation. 

“You can’t extrapolate (from 
these findings) to a cata¬ 
strophic situation,” he said. 

He added, however, that sev¬ 
eral United Nations reports 
had concluded there was no 
evidence of increased child¬ 
hood Leukemia rates around 
the Chernobyl site. □

Sony CEO apologizes 
for massive data breach

TOKYO - Sony Corp. Chief Executive Howard Stringer apol¬ 
ogized for “inconvenience and concern” caused by the security 
breach that compromised personal data from more than 100 
million online gaming accounts. 

In a blog post late Thursday, the head of the Japanese technol¬ 
ogy giant sought to reassure customers, saying the company is 
focused on investigating and fixing the hacker attack. 

“We are absolutely dedicated to restoring full and safe service as 
soon as possible and rewarding you for your patience,” Stringer 
wrote in his first public comments since Sony shut down its 
PlayStation Network on April 20. 

Stringer said there is “no confirmed evidence” that stolen infor¬ 
mation has been misused. 

He acknowledged criticism that Sony was slow to inform cus¬ 
tomers of the embarrassing breach, calling the issue a “fair 
question.” As soon as the company discovered the potential 
scope of the problem, it suspended the network and hired tech¬ 
nical experts to help, he said. 

The network serves both the PlayStation video game machines 
and Sony’s Qriocity movie and music services. The system 
links gamers worldwide in live play, and also allows users to 
upgrade and download games and other content. 

Although Sony began investigating unusual activity on the 
PlayStation network on April 19, it did not notify consumers of 
the breach until April 26.Q 


Internet chatter up on bin laden revenge attacks

LONDON - Pipe bombs, a 
targeted car crash, a lone gun¬ 
man: Western intelligence 
officials said Friday they are 
seeing increased Internet and 
phone chatter about cheap, 
small-scale terror attacks to 
avenge the death of 9/11 mas¬ 
termind Osama bin Laden. 
More than 100 protesters, 
meanwhile, gathered Friday 
outside the U.S. Embassy in 
London shouting, “USA, you 
will pay!” and warning of 
such revenge attacks. 
European security officials 
say there is no specific plot to 
justify raising the threat level 
in Europe. 

But one of their biggest fears 
is the possibility of a Mum- 
bai-style attack like the 2008 
shooting spree that killed 166 
people and paralyzed India’s 
business capital for days.

Cisco narrows focus with new business structure 


SAN JOSE, Calif. - Cisco will undergo 
a number of structural changes following 
several challenging quarters as the networking 
behemoth attempts to become more efficient in 
bringing products to market. 

Cisco Systems Inc., which last month killed off 
its Flip Video camcorder business, has tried to 
narrow its focus as competition intensifies. It 
said Thursday that it now wants to focus on five 
priorities: core routing, switching and services; 
collaboration; data center virtualization; 
architectures and video. 

Last month, CEO John Chambers acknowledged 
criticism that the company has attempted to 
compete in too many areas. He sent employees 
a memo vowing to take “bold steps” to narrow 
the company’s focus. 

Chambers warned of “tough decisions” ahead 
for the company. 


Spokeswoman Kristin Carvell declined to 
comment Thursday on whether there would be 
layoffs or executive departures. 

Cisco said it will organize worldwide field 
operations according to three geographic 
regions. Its services business will organize 
around key customer segments and delivery 
models. 

The company is also streamlining its 
engineering organization and will now 
have three “councils,” which at Cisco have 
traditionally formed around each of the 
company’s top priorities. Those councils will 
focus on enterprise, service provider and 
emerging countries. 

The changes will take place over the next 120 
days, the company said.

Oil prices higher after jobs report, gas dips

NEW YORK - Oil rose on 
Friday, boosted by a Labor 
Department report that 
showed surprising job growth 
in April. 

Gas pump prices fell for the 
first time in 45 days following 
Thursday’s big drop in oil and 
gasoline futures. The national 
average for a gallon of regular 
stayed just below $4 per 
gallon. 

Gasoline has probably peaked 
ahead of the summer, analysts 
said. Even after a hiring spree 
last month that added 244,000 
jobs, and put more commuters 
on the roads, analysts say that 
retail prices could decline 
to about $3.50 per gallon by 
June.

Workers’ paychecks edged up 
in April. Average hourly earn¬ 
ings rose to $22.95, up from 
$22.93 in March. 

All told there were 13.7 mil¬ 
lion people unemployed in 
April, still almost double since 
before the recession began in 
December 2007. 

Including part-time workers 
who would rather be work¬ 
ing full time, plus people who 
have given up looking alto¬ 
gether, the percentage of “un¬ 


deremployed” people rose to 
15.9 percent in April. 

To calculate the unemploy¬ 
ment rate, the government 
calls 60,000 households and 
asks people if they’re work¬ 
ing or looking for a job. This 
survey includes the self-em¬ 
ployed, farm workers and 
domestic help — people not 
counted in the payroll survey. 
For the payroll survey, the 
government seeks input from 
about 140,000 businesses and 
government agencies to de¬ 
termine the number of jobs 
added. 

Most analysts agree the econ¬ 
omy has strengthened enough 
to keep growing this year. And 
many say the factors that held 
back growth at the start of the 
year were most likely tempo 
pick up over the rest of the 
year. There have been some 
positive signs. □

ATLANTA - Delta Air Lines Inc. says it will offer voluntary 
early retirements and buyouts to its employees because it 
must shrink to cope with high jet fuel prices. 

Delta CEO Richard Anderson said on a hot line message 
to workers on Friday that the world’s second-largest airline 
will cut flying by at least 4 percent starting in September. 
He said Delta needs to cut costs, such as labor, that go along 
with less flying.

Stocks rally as job 
growth surprises 
Wall Street

NEW YORK - The biggest corporate hiring spree in five years 
is reversing a weeklong slide in the stock market. 

The Labor Department reported Friday that private employers 
added 268,000 jobs, the most since February 2006. Taking into 
account job cuts of government workers, the economy added a 
total of 244,000 jobs overall last month, well above the 185,000 
jobs that analysts had predicted. It was the third straight month 
that featured an increase of more than 200,000 jobs. 

The unemployment rate rose, however, to 9.0 percent from 8.8 
percent in part because the survey counted more people who 
resumed looking for work. 

Stocks rallied broadly, lifting all 10 company types that make 
up the S&P 500. The Dow Jones industrial average gained 159 
points, or 1.3 percent, to 12,742 in midday trading. The S&P 
500 added 17, or 1.3 percent, to 1,352. The Nasdaq composite 
rose 43, or 1.5 percent, to 2,858. 

“Everyone was a bit surprised by the jobs number,” said Frank 
Fantozzi, the chief executive of Planned Financial Services, 
a Cleveland, Ohio-based firm. “It’s a good indication for the 
markets that we are still in the growth stage.” 

Industrials companies that benefit from global building and 
expansion projects led the market following the jobs report. 
Caterpillar Inc. rose 2.6 percent gain, the most of the 30 
companies that make up the Dow average. 3M Co. rose 1.8 
percent, and General Electric Co. gained 1.7 percent. 

The higher j obs number also helped stem a sell-off in commodities 
brought on by fears that the economy was sputtering. Regular 
investors and speculators had begun to flee commodities in an 
effort to lock in profits in case the economy slowed even further. 
Oil rose back above $100 a barrel after falling below the mark 
Thursday for the first time since mid-March. 

“The jobs report put an end to the idea that growth appeared to 
be weakening, which is what really fueled most of the declines 
in commodities this week,” said Jeffery Kleintop, the chief 
strategist at LPL Financial. 

Financial markets are markedly different than this time last year. 
Friday marks the one-year anniversary of the “Flash Crash.” 
Stocks tumbled that day when one large trade overwhelmed the 
market’s computer servers and sent prices in a tailspin. Though 
stock prices made up most of their lows, the sudden drop fueled 
skepticism that stocks were a safe investment. That led many 
investors to pull money out of the stock market. □

Foyt to replace Trump at wheel 
of Indy 500 pace car 

NEW YORK - A.J. Foyt will drive the pace car for this 
month’s Indianapolis 500, race officials said on Friday after 
Donald Trump turned down the honour a day earlier because of 
a possible U.S. presidential run. 

The 100th edition of the Indianapolis 500 on May 29 will be 
the 50-year anniversary since Foyt, the event’s first four-time 
winner, first won at the famed Brickyard. 

“A.J. is one of the greatest and most beloved drivers in the 
100-year history of the race, a true icon,” Jeff Belskus, chief 
executive of the Indianapolis Motor Speedway, said on the 
speedway’s website. 

“I’m one of the millions of Foyt fans worldwide who can’t wait 
to see A.J. back where he belongs, out in front of the ‘500’ and 
leading the field to the start.” 

The 76-year-old tough as nails Texan has been around nearly as 
long as the speedway itself, having competed in the Indy 500 as 
a driver or team owner for 54 years. 

He made a record 35 consecutive starts as a driver from 1958-92 
and led a record 13 races. He also completed a record 12,272.5 
career miles in the race. 

Foyt will be a popular choice among American motor racing 
fans, many of whom objected to Trump’s selection. 

A “Dump Trump” campaign to have the U.S. real estate mogul 
removed as the celebrity pace car driver picked up speed in 
recent weeks with race fans upset someone with no connection 
to racing would get the honour on the event’s 100th anniversary. 
According to race organisers, Trump turned down the offer 
and told them that he may soon be announcing his intention to 
run for the Republican presidential nomination and thought it 
would be “inappropriate” to drive the pace car.Q

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Florida rescuers race to save stranded pilot whales 


MIAMI - Wildlife experts, coast guards and 
volunteers in the Florida Keys were racing 
against time on Friday to save a group of at 
least 18 pilot whales which became stranded in 
shallow waters. 

After working through the night, the rescue 
operation involving more than 100 people and 
a flotilla of small boats had managed to transfer 
seven of the beached whales, including one calf, 
to a protective sea pen for examination by vets. 
Two whales out of the 18 originally sighted 
stranded off Cudjoe Key, in the Lower Florida 
Keys, late on Thursday died after becoming 
beached on flats. 

“We’re kind of racing the sun right now. If some 
of these animals are stranded in very shallow 
water, then the sun could be taking a toll on 
their skin and actually burning them,” Karrie 
Carnes, a spokesperson for the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration (NOAA), told 
Reuters. 


“This is a critical time ... it is bright and hot,” 
said Carnes, speaking by phone from the site of 
the rescue. 

The mass beaching of pilot whales, a smaller 
whale species that has a bulbous forehead and 
can grow to between 12 to 18 feet in length, 
are quite common across the world, from New 
Zealand to Senegal. 


The last such event in the Florida Keys, 
a “hot spot” for the beaching of marine 
mammals, occurred in 2003, when 28 pilot 
whales were beached. 


Carnes said the goal of the rescue, which also 
involved the Coast Guard and the Navy, was to 
get as many of the animals as possible into the 
protective sea pen, which is formed by boom and 
skirting and shields the whales and their helpers 
against sharks and the elements while they can 
be checked by vets. 


“It’s very important that these animals are kept 
wet and comfortable, they have towels and wet 
sheets that are over them,” she added. 

The operation was complicated by the fact the 
stranded whales were scattered over a seven- 
mile radius of very shallow water off Cudjoe 
Key subject to shifting tides. This meant that 
only small boats could be used. 

Carnes, who is based at NOAA’s Florida Keys 
National Marine Sanctuary, said a variety of 
factors could cause such mass whale beaching: 
sickness, injuries, harmful algae blooms 
or disorientation resulting from man-made 
elements such as sonars. 

In some past mass incidents around the world, 
experts have speculated that the animals may 
have become disoriented by offshore seismic 
and sonar exploration by international oil 
companies, or even by the sonar systems of 
submarines patrolling or involved in military 
exercises. 


Next-to-last space shuttle 
launch faces more delay

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. - The next-to-last space shuttle 
flight has been delayed again. 

Endeavour will now blast off no earlier than May 16. Shuttle 
managers announced the new date Friday. 

NASA’s youngest space shuttle should have flown to the 
International Space Station last Friday. But a heater malfunction 
halted the countdown. The trouble was traced to a switch box. 
Engineers discovered a blown circuit inside. A new box has 
been installed, but more testing is needed. 

The two-week mission will be led by commander Mark 
Kelly, the husband of wounded Rep. Gabrielle Giffords. The 
congresswoman’s staff says she will return to Cape Canaveral 
for another launch attempt.□

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Fiscalfa hondurena desists en jnicios contra Zelaya 


HONDURAS (AP) - El Ministerio 
Publico decidio el viemes no apelar la 
anulacion de los juicios por corrupcion 
en contra del derrocado presidente 
Manuel Zelaya. 

El fiscal general, Luis Alberto Rubi, 
dijo en rueda de prensa que “estoy in- 
struyendo a los fiscales encargados del 
caso para que no interpongan el recur- 
so de amparo”, que seria el ultimo re- 
curso de su dependencia para revocar 
la anulacion de los juicios. 

El lunes, una Corte de Apelaciones 
conformada por el poder judicial para 
examinar especialmente el caso de 
Zelaya, suspendio definitivamente los 


procesos de fraude y falsificacion de 
documentos publicos entablados al ex 
presidente. 

La resolucion era susceptible a un am¬ 
paro ante la Sala de lo Constitucional 
de la Corte Suprema, el cual debia de 
presentarse antes del 28 de junio. Sin 
embargo, con el anuncio de Rubi esa 
posibilidad quedo descartada, aunque 
no esta claro si una tercera parte pud- 
iera actuar de manera independiente en 
busca de revertir la decision de cerrar 
los procesos contra Zelaya. 

Como esta planteado, la decision del 
Ministerio Publico favorece el retomo 
de Zelaya, que actualmente vive en 


Republica Dominicana, y la reincorpo- 
racion de Honduras a la Organizacion 
de los Estados Americanos (OEA), de 
la que fue expulsada a raiz del golpe 
de estado de junio del 2009. El fallo 
de la Corte de Apelaciones que anulo 
los juicios establecio que a Zelaya se le 
nego el debido proceso por estar aus- 
ente. 

La Corte Suprema rechazo el mier- 
coles un recurso de reposicion, que fue 
un primer intento de la fiscalia para re¬ 
vocar la decision del tribunal de apela¬ 
ciones. Pese a ello, Zelaya aseguro en 
la vispera que “todavia no tengo el uso 
de mis derechos constitucionales y se 


obstaculiza mi regreso al mantenerme 
sometido a coaccion y amenazas a mi 
libertad”, segun una carta que difundio 
el jueves. De momento no habia un 
pronunciamiento refiriendose al nuevo 
anuncio del fiscal general. 

A finales de abril, el presidente hon- 
dureno Porfirio Lobo se reunio con sus 
colegas Hugo Chavez de Venezuela y 
Juan Manuel Santos de Colombia, en 
Cartagena de Indias, para analizar la 
situacion de Zelaya. Alii expresaron 
que la anulacion de los procesos contra 
Zelaya facilitaria el retorno de Hondu¬ 
ras en la asamblea general de junio de 
la OEA en San Salvador.□ 


Peru: 

Canciller aclara que ganancia 
de mar no alecta a Ecuador 


PERU (AP) - Pern gana 4.300 kilometros cuadrados de mar 
con la firma del acuerdo de limites maritimos con Ecuador, pero 
ello no afecta el mar territorial ecuatoriano, aclaro el viemes el 
canciller Jose Antonio Garcia Belaunde. 

El canciller explico que el acuerdo con Ecuador implica hacer 
coincidir la linea de base pemana con la linea de base ecuato- 
riana, por lo que “se incorporan como agua interior del Pern 
aguas intemacionales de una magnitud de 4.300 kilometros 
cuadrados”. 

Garcia Belaunde agrego a la emisora Radioprogramas que el 
Ejecutivo enviara un proyecto de ley con esa modificacion para 
su aprobacion por parte del Congreso. 

“Es un proyecto que vamos a llevar la proxima semana. Es un 
proyecto de ley que modifica la ley de lineas de base en el ex- 
tremo norte, de forma tal que podamos compatibilizar las dos 
lineas de base, la de Ecuador y la de Pern”, indico. 

Afirmo que esto representa una ganancia para el pais que de 
ninguna manera implica una afectacion al territorio maritimo 
de Ecuador. 

La cancilleria ecuatoriana senalo en un comunicado en la vispera 
que “el espacio maritimo que Pern incorpora esta situado en lo 
que hoy se consideran aguas intemacionales, que se encuentran 
al final de las 200 millas de mar pemano y no afecta en lo mas 
minimo los espacios maritimos actualmente bajo la soberania y 
jurisdiction del Ecuador”. 

Pern y Ecuador fijaron el lunes sus limites maritimos a traves del 
intercambio de notas diplomaticas identicas. Con esta accion, 
Pern despejo cualquier duda respecto de la frontera maritima 
con su vecino del norte y fortalecio su position en el diferendo 
maritimo con Chile que se ventila en la Corte Intemacional de 
Justicia (CIJ) de La Haya, destaco el jueves el presidente Alan 
Garcia. 

Pern demando a Chile en enero de 2008 ante la CIJ afirman- 
do que no existen limites maritimos entre ambos. Chile acusa 
a Pern de desconocer la frontera maritima establecida en dos 
tratados intemacionales de 1952 y 1954, suscritos por ambos y 
tambien por Ecuador. 

Lima afirma que esos tratados fueron meros convenios de pes- 
ca y para reforzar su tesis propicio la firma de un acuerdo de 
limites con Ecuador.□

dos paises. 

Mas tarde, en la inauguration de la Feria del Li¬ 
bro, Correa hizo una presentacion de la riqueza 
cultural de su pais y equiparo la dimension de 
la literatura ecuatoriana a la de su vecina del 
norte, aunque admitio que “tristemente, nuestra 
literatura no es tan conocida como la que pro¬ 
duce Colombia de forma maravillosa”. □
